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ABSTRACT 

This publication presents data provided by 
institutions of higher education in a questionnaire on Financial 
Statistics of Institutions of Higher Education, which was a part of 
the fifth annual Higher Education General Information Survey (HEGIS) . 
Results indicated: (1) Current frnds revenues for institutions of 
higher education totaled $21.6 bixlion for fiscal year 1969-70. (2) 
Publicly controlled institutions continued to report an increasing 
share of total revenues. (3) Privately controlled institutions 
reported $7.8 billion in current funds revenues in 1969-70. (4) 
Governmental appropriations were the greatest source of revenues. (5) 
Student tuition and fees were the second greatest source of revenues 
to institutions of higher education. (6) Current funds expenditures 
by all institutions of higher education rose at a faster pace than 
did total enrollments. (7) The biggest function of current funds 
expenditures was for all institutions and departmental research. (8) 
Average expenditures per student for all institutions of higher 
education went up $169 from the 1968-69 average of $2,454 to $2,623 
in 1969-70. (9) Expenditures per student averages in 1969-70 ranged 
from a high of $5,533 for private universities to a low of $341 for 
public 2-year colleges. (Author/MJM) 
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Current funds revenues for institutions of higher education totaled $21.6 
billion for fiscal year 1969-70, This was a 14-percent increase over the 
previous fiscal yearns total of nearly $19.0 billion. 

Publicly conLrolled institutions continued to report an increasing share 
of total revenues. In 1969-70 revenues for publicly controlled institu- 
tions totaled nearly $13,9 billion, or 64 percent of the total. This was 
a 17-percent increase over the nearly $11.9 billion received in 1968-69 
when the public sector accounted for 62 percent of all revenues. 

Privately controlled institutions reported nearly $7.8 billion in current 
funds revenues in 1969-70. This was a 9-perceut increase over the $7.1 
billion received the year before. 

Governmental appropriations were the greates': source of revenues. 

The total was $6.9 billion in 1969-70. State governments provided nearly 

$5.7 billion, or 82 percent of the total. 

Student tuition and fees were the second greatest source of revenues to 
institutions of higher education. These revenues rose 16 percent to 
$4.4 billion. 

Current funds expenditures by all institutions of higher education rose 
at a faster pace than did total enrollments. Expenditures increased 14 
percent to nearly $21.2 billion in 1969-70, while enrollments increased 
only 7 percent. 

The biggest function of current funds expenditures was for instruction 
and departmental research. Ex])end Itures were $6.9 billion in 1969-70, 
or 33 percent of total current funds expenditures. 

Average expenditures per student (EPS) for all institutions of higher 
education went up $169 from the 1968-69 average of $2,454 to $2,623 
- I 1969-70. The EPS average increased because expenditures grew faster 
than enrollments. 

EPS averages in 1969-70 ranged from a high of $5,533 for private 
universities to a lew of S941 for public 2-year colleges. 
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FOREWORD 



This publication presents data provided by institutions of higher 
education in a questionnaire on Financial Statistics of Institutions 
of Higher Education (OE Form 2300-4) , which was part of the fifth 
annual Higher Education General Information Survey (HEGIS) . This 
finance questionnaire gathered data for the 1969-70 fiscal year on 
current funds revenues, current funds expenditures, physical plant 
assets, indebtedness on physical plant, the value arid eatnings of 
endowment, as well as data on 1970-71 basic student charges. This 
publication provides the tabulations of current funds revenues and 
current funds expenditures. Separate publicat5.ons will deal with the 
data on financial aspects of property and on basic student charges. 

The totals in all tabulations in this report are for all institutions 
of higher education. While some institutions did not respond (see 
appendix E, List of Nonrespondents) , for those institutions data were 
imputed for national and State totals (see appendix A, Methodology), 

Data for some institutions have been omitted at their request in 
certain items of the tabulations. Other data also have been omitted if 
their inclusion would allow the calculation of data that the institutions 
wanted withheld. 

So many people contributed their efforts and knowledge to the production 
of this publication, that it is impossible to credit them all by name. 
However, the authors particularly wish to recognize the contributions 
of Estelle Aubrey, Ruth Muffler, and Suzanne Seginak, of this office, 
who edited and organized these data. 

We extend our sincere appreciation to the more than 2,000 business 
officers and other officials of those institutions who ass^.sted uS in 
the development of the survey and completed the questionnaire.

SUMMARY 



Current funds revenues and expenditures of institutions of higher education 
continued to increase for the 1969-70 fiscal year. Revenues increased 14 
percent, from the 1968-69 fiscal year total of nearly $19.0 billion to $21.6 
billion for 1969-70; expenditures also increased 14 percent for this period, 
from $18.6 billion to $21.2 billion. Previously, both current funds revenues 
and expenditures had increased 12 percent each from 1967-68 to 1968-69 and 
16 percent each from 1966-67 to 1967-68. 

Rates of increase for revenues and expenditures were greater than those 
for enrollment, inflation ,__!/ or Gross National Product. While current 
funds revenues and expenditures increased 14 percent from fiscal year 
1968-69 to 1969-70, enrollment in institutions of higher education rose 
only 7 perceiit. Inflation for the same period was 6 percent and Gross 
National Product increased 5 percent. For the 3-year period from 1966-67 
to 1969-70, current funds revenues and expenditures rose 48 percent each, 
approximately twice the 25-percent growth in enrollments and the 23-percent 
increase in GNP, and more than three times the 15-percent inflation for the 
same peri-jd. 

Current Funds Revenues 

Current funds revenues for all institutions of higher education increased 14 
percent, from $19.0 billion in 1968-69 to $21.6 billion in 1969-70. Publicly 
controlled institutions reported revenues of nearly $13.9 billion, or 64 
percent of the total. This was a 17-percent increase over the $11.9 billion 
received in 1968-69. Current funds revenues for private institutions increased 

9 percent in 1969-70, from $7.1 billion in 1968-69 to nearly $7.8 billion. 
Although revenues Increased for private institutions in 1969-70, their 
percentage of total revenues dropped slightly from 38 percent for 1968-69 

to '36 percent for 1969 -70. This was at least partially due to the fact that 
during this period enrollments in private institutions rose only 1 percent, 
while enrollments in public institutions increased 9 percent. 

Total revenues for private 2-year colleges decreased 4 percent for 1969-70 
to $232 mi] lion; at the saroe time enrollments for these colleges decreased 

10 percent. Revenues for private universities and other 4-year institutions, 
however. Increased 7 percent to nearly $3.9 billion and 12 percent to $3.7 

bi lliqn , respective ly . 



1 / As measured by Consumer Price Index. The monthly Indexes were 
averaged on a July-to-June basis to correspond with the school year and 
converted to 1969-70 = 100. 
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Public universities continued to report the largest share of current j 
funds revenues of any level of institution in 1969-70, Their revenues 
of $8.3 billion represented a 13-percent increase over the 1968-69 
figure of $7.4 billion. The revenues of other public 4-year institutions 
went up 23 percent to $3,7 billion. However, 2-year public colleges 
reported the greatest percentage increase in revenues for 1969-70. 
Revenues for these schools rose 27 percent, from $1.5 billion to nearly 
$1.9 billion, while enrollments in public 2-year colleges increased 
12 percent. 



Sources of Revenues 

For all institutions, the greatest sources of revenues were governmental 
appropriations. 2/ These totaled $6.9 billion in 1969-70, Of these gov- 
ernmental appropriations, State governments were reported to have 
provided nearly $5.7 billion, or 82 percent of the total. This $5.7 billion 
was a 20-percent increase over the $4.7 billion State governments provided 
In 1968-69. Local governments' appropriations totaled nearly $728 million, 
or 27 percent more than in the previous fiscal year. The Federal Government's 
appropriations were $517 million, or 14 percent greater than the $453 mill.' on 
reported in 1968-69. 

Revenues from student tuition and fees were the second greatest source 
of revenues for colleges and universities. These revenues rose 16 percent 
to $4.4 billion, or 21 percent of all current funds revenues in 1969-70. 
This 16-percent increase was the result of 7 percent larger enrollments 
and higher charges to the students. 

The third largest source of current funds revenues was for sponsored 
research. 3/ Tliese revenues comprised nearly 9 percent of all current 
funds revenues. They were more than $1.8 billion in 1969-70, a 5- 
percent increase over the previous fiscal year. The Federal Government 
supplied nearly $1.5 billion of sponsored research funds. 

Gross receipts from housing and food services and other auxiliary enter- 
prises comprised the fourth and fifth largest sources of current funds, 
respectively. Revenues from housing and food services were less than 
$1.8 billion, and revenues from other auxiliary enterprises such as 
student stores and intercollegiate athletics were $1.1 billion. Com- 
gined revenues from auxiliary enterprises represented 13 percent of 
\ total current funds revenues. 



Governmental appropriations included all unrestricted funds received 
from governmental sources that were expendable for educational and general 
purposes . 

3/ Sponsored research revenues were given by outside organizations for 
specific research projects made in accordance with contracts or other 
written agreements. 
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Much smaller sources of current funds for educational and general purposes 
were private gifts and endowment income. Private gifts totaled only $617 
million, 4/ or 3 percent of total current funds revenues. Private gifts 
increased only 2 percent over the previous fiscal yearns total of $606 
million. Endowment income was an even smaller source of funds in 1969-70, 
$447 million or 2 percent of total revenues. However, endowment income 
increased 8 percent over the previous yearns figure of $413 million. 

For publicly controlled institutions, the five largest sources of current 
funds revenues were the same as those listed above for all institutions of 
higher education. Sources of revenues to private institutions, however, 
were differexit with respect to the proportion of total current funds 
revenues that each source provided. 

The largest single source of revenues for privately controlled institu- 
tions was student tuition and fees. Tuitions totaled $2.7 billion, or 35 
percent of the nearly $7.8 billion total revenues. The 11-percent 
increase in tuition and fees revenues over the previous year indicated that 
private institutions raised their charges to the students since enrollments 
during the same period increased only 1 percent. 

The next largest source of revenues to private colleges and universities 
were revenues for sponsored research. These revenues totaled $844 million, 
or 11 percent of total current funds revenues. 

Gross revenues from housing and food services totaled nearly $802 
million, the third largest source of revenues to private institutions. 

Private gifts were the fourth largest source of revenues to private 
institutions, totaling nearly $559 million in 1969-70, or 7 percent of 
total revenues. Gifts were only 1 percent more than the 1968-69 total 
of $552 million. 

Federally Funded Research and Development Centers 5/ operated by pri- 
vately controlled institutions of higher education received a total of 
$447 million, or 6 percent of total revenues. Funds for the Centers went up 
$29 million, or 7 percent above those for the previous year, and represented 
the fifth largest source of current funds. 



4 / This total included the estimated value of contributed services and 
bequests; the figure excluded private funds received for sponsored research, 
other sponsored programs, and student aid grants. 

5 / In 1970 there were 23 university-administered Centers operating in 14 
States and the District of Columbia. Of these 23 Centers, 12 were admin- 
istered by privately controlled institutions. 



Current Funds Expenditures 



Current funds expenditures for all institutions of higher education 
increased 14 percent from nearly $18*6 billion in 1968--69 to nearly 
$21.2 billion in 1969-70. Expenditures by publicly controlled institu- 
tions were $13.3 billion, or 63 percent of all institutions' expenditures. 
This was $1.8 billion more than the previous fiscal year, and represented 
an increase of 16 percent. 

Privately controlled institutions expended slightly over $7.8 billion, or 
$44 million more than they reported in revenues. Expenditures for these 
schools increased 11 percent in 1969-70, or $746 million over the previous 
year's total of nearly $7.1 billion. 

Current funds expenditures exceeded current funds revenues at private 
universities and other 4-year institutions by nearly $42 million and $8 
million, respectively. Private 2-year institutions and all levels of 
public institutions reported slightly more revenues than expenditures. 

Functions of Expenditures 

For all institutions, the biggest function (or item) of expenditures 
was for instruction and departmental research. 6/ Expenditures were 
$6.9 billion, or 33 percent of total current funds expenditures. In 
1968-69 expenditures for instruction and departmental research represented 
32 percent of the total. Expenditures had increased $949 million or 16 
percent in that 1-year period. 

Expenditures of the executive and administrative offices and those for 
general institutional expense were called "other educational and general 
expenditures." These expenditures were nearly $2.7 billion in 1969-70, 
or 13 percent of the total. This second largest function of expenditures 
increased 16 percent over the nearly $2.3 billion expended the previous 
year. 

Sponsored research expenditures were $1.8 billion, and represented the 
third largest function of current funds expenditures* (Revenues and 
expenditures for sponsored research were nearly identical in 1969-70.) 

Housing and food services expenditures were $1.6 billion, and represented 
the fourth largest function. (Revenues of housing and food services 
exceeded expenditures by almost $154 million.) 



6 / Included in this figure were teachers' salaries and other expenses 
directly attributable to the cost of instruction. Sponsored research 
expenditures were not included in this figure. 
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The fifth greatest item of expenditures was physical plant maintenance 
and operation — $1.5 billion. These expenditures rose 15 percent over 
the 1968-69 figure of $1.3 billion. 

The fivf- largest items of expenditures for privately controlled institu- 
tions were the same as those listed above for all institutions, public 
and private. 

For publicly controlled institutions, the five largest categories of 
expenditures were instruction and departmental research, other educational 
and general, physical plant maintenance and operation, sponsored research, 
and housing and food services, in that order. 

The total current funds expenditures of nearly $21.2 billion included an 
estimated $718 million that was actually e'.t'ided for physical plant assets. 

Expenditures Per Student 

Expenditures per student (EPS) were computed to indicate the approximate 
cost of educating one student for 1 year. These EPS averages were 
derived by dividing current funds expenditures data by enrollment data. 7/ 
This was done for 2 fiscal years, 1968-69 and 1969-70, and the dollar 
increase in EPS was noted. (See table 10 

The average EPS for all institutions in 1969-70 was $2,623. Thus, the 
cost of educating one student in 1969-70 was $169 more than it was in 
1968-69. This was because institutions of higher education increased 
their current funds expenditures 14 percent from 1968-69 to 1969-70, 
while their enrollments increased 7 percent for the same period. 

The EPS averages for privately controlled institutions increased more 
than those for publicly controlled institutions. This was due to the 
fact that private institutions had a greater gap between their increased 
expenditures and their relatively consistent enrollment than did public 
institutions. From 1968-69 to 1969-70, private institutions increased 
their total current funds expenditures 11 percent while total enrollment 
grew only 1 percent. For public institutions, however, expenditures 
were up 16 percent and enrollment increased 9 percent. Because expendi- 
tures increased more than enrollment, both publicly and privately controlled 
instituuions had higher EPS averages in 1969-70 than in 1968-69. For

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publicly controlled institutions the EPS average went up $143, from 
$2,105 in 1968-69 to $2,248 in 1969-70. Private institutions' 
average EPS rose $312, from $3,361 to $3,673. Institutions with the 
highest EPS were private universities ($5,533). 8/ Public universi- 
ties had the next highest average ($3,621). The lowest EPS figure 
was for public 2-year colleges ($941) which had the largest percentage 
growth in enrollment and expenditures. 



Data in this report are rounded to the nearest thousand. Therefore, 
zero in the tables indicates that the amount reported is less than 
$500. 

In addition, some in.;titutions requested that certain data be kept con- 
fidential. To avoid disclosure of these restricted data through deduc- 
tion, others also had to be suppressed in the tables. Blank cells 
indicate that data have been suppressed to maintain confidentiality. 
The suppressed amounts, however, are included in the totals shown.

Appendix A 
METHODOLOGY 



The survey form "Financial Statistics of Institutions of Higher 
Education," OE 2300-4, was sent out as part of the Higher Education 
General Information Survey package for 1970. The total population of 
inquiry was 2,552 institutions. A copy of the survey form is shown in 
appendix F. 

Completed questionnaires were received from 2,379 institutions — a 
response rate of 93 percent. The population of inquiry and the numbers 
of respondents and nonrespondents, by level of institution, control, and 
region and State are shown in appendixes B, C, and D, respectively. The 
institutions that failed to respond or to provide adequate data are 
listed in appendix E. 

One of two methods was used to adjust for nonresponse, depending 
on whether an institution's data were available for a prior or succeed- 
ing year. If an institution haJ reported data for another year, those 
data were adjusted in accordance with trends established in previous 
HEGIS surveys and then entered as the institution's report for fiscal 
year 1969-70. 

If no other year's data were available for an institution, peer 
institution data for fiscal year 19^"' -70 were used. Peer institutions 
were selected on the basis of three criteria: location (State or region), 
level of instruction, and enrollment size.
